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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In regard to the 102 rejection of claims 1-4 and 7 
as being anticipated by Sadr (USPN 6,467,643), Sadr teaches the claimed structure for the reasons of record. Both of the barrier layers 50 
"form[] at least one zigzag-shaped double fold" because each layer has structure that is equivalent to that of at least two folds. See Fig. 4 of 
Sadr. 

In regard to the 102 rejection of claims 1-7 and 13 as being anticipated by Short (USPN 6,613,408), Short teaches the claimed structure for 
the reasons of record. Barrier layer 32 "forms at least one zigzag-shaped double fold" because it has structure that is equivalent to that of 
more than two folds. See Fig. 3 of Short. Applicant provides a Z as an example of a double fold on page 5 of the Response, but the claim 
language does not limit the "zigzag-shaped double fold" to the structure of what can be described as a perfect Z, as Applicant appears to 
suggest. 
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
